He supplies harfl 
exacting unrem itting lab or. 
“At last the products are started on 
their way to the consumer. 
The rail­ 
road, generally speaking, adds a per­ 
centage of increase to the farm er’s 
prices that is not large. 
After deliv­ 
ery b y the railroad the products are 
stored a short time, are m easured in­ 
to the various retail quantities, m ore 
or less small, and the dealers are rid 
of them as soon as possib le. 
The deal­ 
ers have risks that are 
practically 
small, except credit sales and such 
risks as grow out of their try ing to do 
an am ount of b usiness w hich is small 
as compared with their numb er. 
“After consideration of the elem ents 
of the m atter, it is plain that the far­ 
m er is not getting an exorb itant price 
for his products, and that the cost of 
distrib ution from the time of deliv­ 
ery a t destination b y the railroad to 
delivery to the consum er is the fea­
